“THE $5,000 DREAM HOUSE: ROOSEVELT CALLS FOR 3,000,000 OF THEM 


fhe house above is in no way extraordinary, which is wl the most im- 

portant kind of house in America right now. It is an attractive example of 
what architects class as the “$5,000 house,” though it might cost $6,000 to 
build in New York and $4,000 in Atlanta. This is the house which most mature 
Americans dream of owning some day, partly because it suits their taste and 
partly because it is the best they can hope to afford. On Nov. 29, President 
Roosevelt waved his wand to make those dreams come true for three or four 
million American families within the next five years. 

‘Americans now spend as much for radios as they do for building houses, 
and about $2,000,000,000 a year more for automobiles. But it is not true 
that the home-owning urge is dying out in America. According to a re- 
cent Architectural Forum survey, four out of five middle-class Americans 
would like to have homes of their own. ‘The reason they do not is that 
they can't, or think they can’t, afford it. 


At present, for most of them, that is true. During the Depression residential 
building came almost to a standstill. And when Recovery got under way, the 
men who produce the materials for houses and the laborers who build them ran 
their prices and wages up so high that in general it is cheaper to rent a house 


ess is suffering a new sinking spell, President Roose- 
y stimulants. One of them is to mobilize 
$12,000,000,000 to $16,000,000,000 of private capital to build 600,000 to 800,000 
small houses (and apartments) a year for the next five years, For this housing 
drive he knows that costs must come down.

But one of 
the main obstacles to housebuilding is the cost of financing, and this the Presi- 
dent declared that the Government could and should do something about.

resident Roosevelt's scheme was to ease the credit 

terms obtained through the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. FHA does not lend Government money 
to housebuilders. It simply guarantees mortgage 
loans granted by banks, realtors and other private 
sources. Under the present set-up, the would-be 
home builder must have his plans, his neighborhood 
and his credit approved by FHA, then pay in cash 
at least 20% of the cost of his property (including 
house and land), which may not be over $16,000. 
The remaining 80% may be paid over 20 years in 
monthly installments covering principal, interest 
(5%), FHA insurance charge and mortgagor's serv- 
ice charge (each, 14 of 1%). 

The President proposes that this be changed to 
let FHA guarantee mortgages covering 90% of the 
cost of properties worth up to $6,000, shave inter- 
est and service rates. Thus, if local conditions 
permit you to build one of the houses on 
these pages for $6,000, including land, 

you could move into it for a down 
payment of $600, pay the rest like 

rent over 20 years, beginning at 
$46.10 per month, the interest to 
diminish with the principal. ‘The 

President would also ease the 
terms for large-scale builders.

hristophe, black king of Haiti, was born a slave 

and his driving fury in life was to make his people 
respected. He dreamed of building a great Negro 
empire to dazzle a hostile white world. He joined 
‘Toussaint L’Overture in the 1802 rebellion against 
France and helped defeat Napoleon. He built the 
Citadel on the highest peak near Cap Haitien as 
bol of Negro might. But he could never make 
his subjects share his dream. In the end they rose 
against him, his army deserted and he shot himself 
with a silver bullet. Now, more than a century 
later, his Citadel is a ruin, his dream a legend. 

‘Today, as in the day of Christophe, the Negroes 
of Haiti have no love of superimposed Western gran- 
deur. They prefer the intricate, if primitive, culture 
that is their own. ‘To some extent they have ad- 
justed themselves to the modern world.

CHICAGO “SUPER” BATTLES FOR TRADE SCHOOLS 


Los Angeles offers Exhibit A in the controversy 


hicago’s new Superintendent of 

Schools, Mr. William H. Johnson, 
made a proposal on Nov. 15 which has 
stirred up an educational hornet’s nest. 
‘The “Johnson Plan” is to make no less 
than 80% of the courses in Chicago's 
high schools vocational courses and to 
“give the students what they need” to 
earn a living. ‘The proposal was 1) 
warmly acclaimed as a realistic step, 
and 2) bitterly denounced as politics. 
Depression has been a powerful spur to 
vocational education, causing it to dou- 
ble in six years. Out of 4,000,000 U. S. 
high-school students, 700,000 are now 
taking purely vocational courses and an- 
other 400,000 are learning trades along with their Latin and algebra. The move- 
ment has reached the point where every U.S. city must soon decide whether it 
will teach its boys and girls cultural subjects or teach them to use their hands. 

In this growing controversy, a prime exhibit is bound to be the Frank Wig- 
gins Trade School in Los Angeles, a free public vocational high school, reputed 
the best and most complete in the nation. ‘The pictures on this page and the 
next show some of the subjects taught there within its eleven-story building.

than movie scenarios in France. Between Nov. 16 and 26 the French police 
swooped down on several hundred houses and carted out enough guns and 
powder to arm a division and blow up a considerable part of Paris. ‘They 
arrested 30 suspects, including General Duseigneur, a retired chief of staff to 
an Air Minister; a rich electrical engineer named de la Meuse: and a famed 
Rightist troublemaker, Count Pozzo di Borgo, a Corsican lately engaged in 
a bitter legal feud with his ex-chief, Colonel Frangois de La Rocque. 

Newspaper phrasemakers promptly tagged the secret society accused of 
plotting revolution Les Cagoulards (cagoule means mask or cowl). What 
could be proved was that Duseigneur and Pozzo di Borgo ran an anti- 
Communist organization. ‘The police accused them of running also a Secret 
Committee for Revolutionary Action. Pozzo di Borgo threatened to involve 
“higher-ups” and police elaborately guarded the identity of several suspects, 
presumably prominent ones. Frightened citizens suddenly began dumping 
firearms for which they had no permits in parks and gutters. Into th 
excitement butted the monarchist Pretender to the throne of France with 
his throne—but not by force. Police 
raided the headquarters of the Pretender’s newspaper, Courrier Royal, as 
the Pretender’s son hastily declared he had no connection with the plot. 
What was in fact happening was a symptom of the present demoralization 
ench Right, Its outstanding leaders have lately all been 
discredited by scandal or defeat at the polls. The wild men of the various 
factions thereupon drifted still further Right and supposedly concocted 
the desperate adventure of armed revolution.
